REPLIES TO CRITICISM 

Mr. King was ‘replying to John 
Diefenbaker (PC—Lake Centre) 
who referred to the government's 
alleged pre-war attitude of aloof- 
ness to international affairs and 
urged that Canadian citizenship 
for the future be recognized as 
such without any labels as to racial 
origin, 


On the first point, Mr. King. 
said he had nothing to take pack 
as to any stend the goverment 
took while he was at the head of 
the administration. There were 
some people who suggested, he 
seid, that had Hitler known Can- 
ada would fight there would have 
been no war. 

Anyone who knew the German 
war machine and the extent to 
which Hitler himself was taken in 
by that machine knew that was not 
so, knew there was nothing which 
could stop the plan of world con- 
quest it was concocting. 


THANKED BY EDEN 

Then he told of the purpose of 
his visit to Germany and said Rt. 
Hon, Anthony Eden, British foreign 
secretary, had thanked him for 
what he had done. 


On Canadian Nationality, Mr. 
King said he was in full agreement 
with Mr. Diefenbaker. When Cana- 
dian soidiers were fighting regard- 
less of racial origin they should 
have the privilege of regarding 
themselves as Canadians, “first, 
foremost and all the time.” 

“I regret to see,” he. said, “that 
some men in high places are 
seeking to raise a race cry, for- 
getting thet we ere all Caenea- 
dians.” 

If any one wanted a battle on the 
{sgue he for one would welcome it, 
said Mr, King. To raise the race 
cry or to raise a cry of one prov- 
ince against others was to do “the 
greatest disservice that can be done 
to Canadian unity and Canadian 
nationality.” 


FAVORS CANADIAN FLAG 


Mr. King said he was not only in 
favor of the fullest recognition of 
Canadian nationality and citizenship 
but hoped to see a Canadian flag 
and official recognition of a Cana- 
dian national anthem after the war. 

Canadian soldiers were proud to 
go into'battle under a Canadian 
flag and they should be permitted 
to live under one in peace-time. He 
said he hoped “God Save the King” 
would always be sung as the anthem 
of the British Commonwealth and 
through the Commonwealth, but he 
believed Canadians should stand 
with equal honor to sing “O, Can- 
oe as the national anthem of Can- 
ada. 


TWO COURSES OPEN 

Discussing proposals for an em- 
pire council or secretariat Mr. King 
said there was no division of opin- 
ion on the value of maintaining the 
British Commonwealth. There was 
room for division of opinion on 
whether the empire could be made 
stronger by centralization or 
whether the methods of decentral- 
ization would make it more perman- 
ent and enduring. 

In choosing between these two 
courses the record of the past was 
important. The Commonwealth 
had grown and prospered and re- 
mained united on the methods 
which had been followed up to 
now.

On Discharge 
War Gratuities 
Exceed $1,000 
in Some Cases

OTTAWA, Aug. 11.—(CP)— 

Under increased clothing allow- 

ances for discharged service per- 
_ sonnel and a retroactive $750,000,- 
000 war service gratuities bill, 
given first reading yesterday in 
the Commons, an army private 
with serv'ce of a year.In Canada 
and tw@ overseas would get 
$1,077. 

Here is the basis of the gratuities: 

For every 30 days of service in 
the western hemisphere which for 
the purpose of the bill includes the 
West |ndies, Newfoundland and 
South America, and excludes the 
Aleutians, $7.50; , 

For every 30 days’ service over- 
seas, which includes the Aleutians, 
Iceland and Greenla.id, $15; 

Also for each six months of ser- 
vice overseas—including the Aleu- 
tians, Iceland and Greenland, seven 
days’ pay and allowances; 
ADDITIONAL CREDIT . 

And a re-establishment credit. 

While full details of the bill are 
not yet available, it was announced 
that the gratuities would be paid 
out in monthly installments of un- 
specified size. 

After the gratuities resolution 
was moved and a non-retroactive 
clothing allowance of $100 announc- 
ed, Navy Minister Macdonald gave

The Prime Minister's first visit, 
to the Italian theatre, following 
closely on the heels of the recent 
visit of King George, came just 
three days after his last trip to 
the Normandy battlefront, On 
Tuesday night Allied supreme 
headquarters in England reported 
that Mr. Churchill had been to 
France during the day and had 
talked with Gen. Montgomery and 
other Allied war leaders.

An Editorial 


At What a Price! 


In the House of Commons, G. G. McGeer, K.C., Liberal 
member for Vancouver-Burrard, supported by Arthur 
Slaght, K.C., Liberal member for Parry Sound, moved an 
amendment to the Bank Act in this form: 


. “The bank (chartered banks) shall not here- 
after create or issue bank deposit credit in place 
of or as a substitute for the lawful currency and 
credit of Canada unleas the amount so created has - 

, been authorized by a board consisting of the prime 
minister, the minister of finance and the governor 
of the Bank of Canada.” « 


That amendment was defeated by a majority of Lib- 
erals and members of the Progressive Conservative Party. 


Thus, the Hon. J. L. Isley enjoyed his momentary tri- 
umph. It was a victory for the continuation of the 
stranglehold of the pagan private money monopoly. But 
at what a price! r 


_ Mr. Ilsley secured the defeat of Mr. McGeer and Mr. 
Slaght and those who supported them by being renegade 
to the very principles upon which he won his election, by 
being faithless to the people of Canada, by depressing the 
prestige of his party to an all time low. 


So Mr. McGeer and Mr. Slaght are political pariahs in 
Ottawa. But they are not political pariahs in the eyes of 
hundreds of thousands of Canadians who cast Liberal votes 
in 1935 and 1940 because Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
promised the very thing which Messrs. McGeer and Slaght 
now demand. 


The only possible excuse which can be offered for the 
Prime Minister, who has permitted this situation to arise, 
is that, for five years, he has devoted his energies with 
remarkable success to external affairs. 


But it should be noted, nevertheless, that it was Mr. 
King himself who introduced Family Allowances which, in 
itself was a direct repudiation of everything his minister of 
finance has said and done in the past five years. 


Mr. King said it was necessary to provide purchasing 
power for those who need it. But Mr. Isley denied old age 
pensioners purthading power to keép themselves from 
privation because it would interfere with his budget which 
included one billion dollars as a free gift to our fighting 
allies. 


This session of Parliament has shown the people of 
Canada that entrenched greed in the form of the private 
money monopoly is the root cause of Canada’s denial of 
social security and social justice. 


Mr. McGeer and Mr. Slaght may be ostracised in 
Ottawa. They are not ostracised in the hearts of the Cana- 
dian people nor in the sight of those fine young men who 
are upholding with their lives the right of the common man 
to a decent world to live in.

Two other Red armies—the Ist 
and 2nd White Russian—advanced 
up to 10 miles in co-ordinated as- 
saults designed to crumple the 
German defences between Warsaw 
and east Prussia and ultimately 
outflank the embattled Polish cap- 
ital from the north. 


ABANDON CAUTION 

The Germans were putting up 
their bitterest defence of the sum- 
mer offensive and front dispatches 
said the Nazi command had thrown 
caution to the winds in hurling tank 
reserves against Russian mobile 
guns and anti-tank artillery along 
a 360-mile front from Riga ‘to War- 
saw, 

Whole German divisions were 
being sacrificed in a frantic race 
with time to permit the Todt 
organization to complete the for- 
tification of east Prussia and to 
enable the Wehrmacht’ to re- 
organize its battered forces for 
the defence of both east Prussia 
and Warsaw. 

In the last 24 hours alone, the 
Russians knocked out 199 German 
tanks along the Riga-Warsaw line 
to bring the toll of enemy armor 
in the past three days to 478, In 
addition, 148 German planes have 
been shot down in the 72-hour 
period. 

AOVANCE 26 MILES 

Marshal Ivan S. Konev sent his 
armored spearheads rolling 28 
miles beyond the vistula in south- 
ern Poland with the capture of 
Lagow, 19 miles from Kielce, and 
Rakowow, 10 miles to the south. 

The fall of Kielce, 95 miles south 
of Warsaw, would cut the Polish 
capital’s main railway link with 
Krakow, the Germans’ main strong- 
hold in southern Poland, and also 
imperil Radom, about midway be- 
tween Kielce and Warsaw. 


DOOM STRONGHOLD 

Konev’s latest advances doomed 
Sandomierz, by-passed German’ 
stronghold at the confluence of the 
Vistula and San rivers, His forces 
were reported officially to be fight- 
ing on the approaches to Sando- 
mierz after outflanking it from 
both the south and west. 

The Germans sought to break 
the Soviet stranglehold around 
Sandomierz with six counter- 
attecks, but Russian anti-tank 
guns knocked out 18 enemy tanks 
and remainder retreated. An- 
other 18 Germans were killed.

Mr. Bracken’s views also includ- 
ed a statement the Progressive 
Conservative leader did not believe 
Canada should make prior commit- 
ments to go to war without know- 
ing the circumstances in which a 
war might develop.

They had urged the government 
to say that it would enter war as 
soon as Britain did, and ridiculed 
the government's policy that par- 
liament should decide.

STUDY WORLD SECURITY 

The organization for world 
security was receiving the closest 
attention and Canada.was being 
kept informed of what steps were 
being taken, Mr. King told Mr. Die- 
fenbaker during consideration of 
external affairs estimates. 

A four-power conference in Wash- 
ington would attempt to bring into 
being the best security organization 
that could be devised.

ALLIED SUPREME HEAD- 
QUARTERS, Aug. 11.—(AP)~— 
Tne allies last night uncovered 
a “secret weapon which may 
strike some of the most decisive 
blows of the war against Ger- 
many — a new British-American 
airborne force with the size and 
power of an army, created under 
the command of Lt.-Gen. Lewis

The new unit, welding British, 
American and Canadian airborne 
forces — including the Canadian 
Parachute battalion which first 
saw action in Normandy — with 
ground combat personnel, was 
officially announced as “approxi- 
mating an army in size and im- 
portance.” An army may have 
from six to nine divisions with 
upwards of 10,000 men in each. 

Creation of the new army, em- 
bodying an unprecedented com- 
bination of striking power and 
mobility, conjures up a picture 
of great sky force plummeting 
down deep behind the German 
lines, possibly within Germany 
itself, to land decisive blows.

Dangerous Philosophy 


More than 2,000 members of the Je- 
hovah’s Witnesses sect, drawn from On- 
tario, Manitoba, Saskatchewan and eastern 
United States, have been meeting in Win- 
nipeg and have had something to say about 
the attitude of the organization towards 
military service. ’ 

They make the somewhat tiresome 
claim that the attitude of the sect has been 
misrepresented and that, as an order, it 
never opposed the war effort, leaving con-

If this specious argument was the 
source of the lifting of the ban on Jehovah's 
Witnesses, that ban should be reimposed 
without delay, One might have expected a 
measure of contrition, One might have 
looked for a modification in teaching.

But there is nothing of the Sort. Their 
cry is that the ban was unjust, that their 
views were misinterpreted and that, as a 
body, they did not obstruct the war effort.

and left military service to the conscience 
of its members, it certainly shaped the 
consciences of its members in a manner 80 
that they would shirk their duty. 

In other words, the Jehovah's Wit- 
neases are a are organization, not 
because of any official acts as an organiza- 
tion, but because they inculcate into the 
minds of the young a philosophy which re- 
fuses to recognize the responsibilities of 
citizenship. 

The inculcation of such philosophy is 
just as reprehensible in times of peace as in 
times of war. Fof the responsibility of citi- 
zenship is the jugular vein of democracy. 
Anyone who frays it or constricts it is at 
war with society. 


War Without Men 


The Germans continue to drag out an- 
other and still another from their boasted 
arsenal of secret weapons. Some, like the 
robot bombs, are dreadfully effective from 
the standpoint of wanton destruction. 
Others are merely futile. 

But all these secret weapons produced 
by the Germans have one point in com- 
mon; each is designed to inflict destruc- 
tion without the use of fighting manpower. 
And that is tremendously significant. 

For the use of mechanized weapons to 
conserve manpower is paradoxical. It does 
not follow the course of experience. 

It was thought by some that when the 
age of mechanized warfare arrived, war 
could be waged by a few technicians di- 
recting the course of frightful machines. 
But the contrary has been the case. The 
more war has been mechanized, the great- 
er has been the number of men involved. 


In the entire Hundred Years’ War or 
in the Wars of the Roses which extended 
over generations, it is doubtful if one- 
twentieth of the number of men were used 
as have been employed during the cam- 
paigns of 1944, , : 

As in industry, effective mechanization 
does not decrease the number of men re- 
quired, but materially increases that num- 
ber. In this war, for instance, eighteen 
factory workers must stand behind every 
man in the field. 

So the Germans’ attempt to wage war 
without men is doomed to failure from the 


start. 
This wanton unleashing of robot de- 
vices merely hastens the German defeat.

Principles of Law Must 
Be Observed in All 


Cases

exactly the establishment of stan- 


dards, What some people call “rea- 
lism” is just barbarism. 

In internal affairs we recognize 
no such “realism,” for if we did 
there would be neither law nor or- 
der, Order under law presumes the 
recognition of principles of conduct 
as having universal validity, There 
is not one law for the “good” and 
one for the “bad,” but a law for all 
in the light of which goodness and 
badness are judged. Such law is 
supreme over the state itself. It 
presumes exquisite impartiality. 
Prosecutor and judge may not be 
one; even the lowest criminal has 
his “day in court”; no man can be 
tried for general badness but only 
for specific offences, nor retroac- 
tively for a crime which was not 
one when committed; and if found 
guilty the punishment must be the 
one prescribed, and neither “cruel 
nor unusual.” 

Such law is the basis of civiliza- 
tion and the protector of the most 
precious freedoms, ;

There is no binding Jaw of nations 
with instruments for its judgment 
and enforcement. But in other, and 
in some ways more enlightened 
times there was an unwritten law 
of nations governing the behavior 


of states amongst each other. In 
essence that code was that in peace 
each state should do all it could to 


which not an Allied government is 
as-yet Pag goin to relinquish, in- 
@udes the sovereign right to make 


help other states, and in war as|war unrestrained by any considera- 


little as possible to injure them. 
It presumed that war was an inci- 
dent disturbing normal beneficent 


relations between nations, and that/‘ 


nothing should be done irreparably 
to disturb them. 

Respect for that concept has been 
present at every peace conference 
for over a hundretl years. Though 
Napoleon's France devastated Eu- 
rope, the victors even left France 
armed, yet never again was she ag- 
gressive. The concept was violated 
in 1871, by a victorious Prussia only 
in wrenching from France Alsace 
and Lorraine, against the advice of 
Bismarck who himself recognized 
the validity of the unwritten law. 

The concept was present in a 
shadowy way in Versailles, incor- 
porated in the tragic person of 
Woodrow Wilson. The spirit of this 
unwritten Jaw has been assassinated 
by the Nazis, but we are not seek- 
ing a Nazi peace. 

It may be said that the opera- 
tion of this law did not gestrain 
aggressors. There has never been 
any force in law to restrain ag- 
@ression. But of this unwritten law, 
it may nevertheless be said that it 
gave us peace in peace and not 
continuous war with brief armis- 
tices. 

* * & 


And if there is ever to be a just 
and enforceable law over nations it 
must obviously conform to prin- 
ciples practiced within. civilized 
nations for centuries. 

It must, then, be created by con- 
sent and be of impartial applica- 
tion. Neither for states nor for in- 
dividuals can there be separate 
laws for “good” and “bad”—pre- 
judged before the laws exist! 

Nor will a nation or a person 
accept to be branded for a crime 
that has hitherto been regarded as 
the sovereign right of all states. 

* * * 

For it is the sovereign right of 
nations to make war. The fact that 
the human conscience considers 
aggressive war criminal does not 
make it so in any statute. There is 
only one state whose constitution 
specifically forbids aggression— 
Switzerland, The concept of the un- 
limited sovereignty of the state,

est.

Tf it is therefore really the in- 
vention of the vicurs to establish 
an international orjinisation to lay 
down future rules inder which all 
nations must live, itis obvious that 
they must start with universal prin: 
ciples that may eventually bacome 
incorporated into international law. 
But they cannot juitly make them 
retroactive and from the first they 
must be impartially applied. Other- 
wise, the organization will be only a 
league of conquerors, 

Peace is the subititution of law 
for force, law is the codification of 
principles and a principle is a rule 
in the light of which not a single 
case, but all similir cases can be 
judged. All else is casuistry. If that 
is “unrealistic,” so is civilization. 
Victory does not equate to mastery, 
except for Naziism. 

It is in the light of principles that 
might become binding laws of in- 
ternational behavior that I would 
judge the peace proposals. For 
there are no other standards by 
which they can be judged, unless 
we are to accept the Nazi creed our- 
selves.

The good people of that fast- 
anchored isle have a most enviable 
gift of being proud in an un- 
conscious sort of way. Probably 
we in Canada would benefit if we 
could adopt some of that pride—it 
would balance the national infer- 
jority complex that seems to per- 
sist in some quarters.

Sir James was reading a Nuf- 
field College report that England 
must maintain ever-closer relations 
with fundamental science. Stuff, 
said Sir James to himself; stuff 
and nonsense. 

“Sir”, said he, taking pen in 
hand, “not by even a distant glance 
do these experts recognize what is, 
and must remain, if England is to 
live, her prime industry. It is to 
produce Englishmen, Other coun- 
tries can supply raw materials for 
our use and can compete in manu- 
facturing goods, but none can pro- 
duce an Englishman.” A 

Before reading any further we 
looked into Who's Who and found 
that Sir James is an authority on 
the production of Englishmen. 
From 1913 to 1931 he was secretary 
of the National Birth-Rate Com- 
mission and he has toured the 
whole continent of Europe investi- 
gating conditions of child life. 

“Englishmen”, continued Sir 
James in his letter, “are our prime 
home product. And not for Eng- 
land alone. Our dominions want 
Englishchildren more and more, 
The fatal shortage of virile Eng- 
lishmen must be made good or 
they and our England will perish.”

Sir James is also a minister, not 
Church of England but Presby- 
terian! From 1889 to 1893 he was 
Lecturer on Christian Apologetics 
to the Bishop of St. Albans and 
from that time to now has been 
prominent as a social writer and 
worker, We give you these details 


to complete the picture of an Eng- 
lishman talking about the people 
he loves. 

The rationing _of English life,’ 


rich, adaptable, long-lived, bal- 
anced and reliable, must cease, 
writes Sir James. He then quotes 
from Price Collier the following 
paragraph: 

“The English boy would be as 
a child in an examination room 
compared to French or German 
boys of his own age. But he is far 
more to'be depended on, a far 
more companionable person, and 
much more at home in the world. 
The French and German youths 
are stuffed to the brim with book 
learning, while the English Jad is, 
in many respects, a man. If the 
three of them go to the Colonies, 
we all know what happens. The 
French boy keeps the books, the 
German boy attends to the foreign 
correspondence, and the English 
boy manages both.” 

Sir James, who‘ says in Who's 
Who that his hobby is astronomy, 
takes a dark view of certain mod- 
ern trends, and asks: 

“Are English children becoming 
a wasting inheritance? Has the 
machine sterilized the man? Have 
short-lived distractions emptied the 
English home of English children? 
The fabric of English civilization 
can only be maintained by Eng- 
lishmen. Not dur land and our 
dominions alone need English 
genius, English character, Engiish 
humanity. Let tis, after this war, 
get back as soon as we can to 
producing Englishmen. 

“Perchance the coming apring- 
time of our civilization, after the 
winter night, may produce another 
Shakespeare, and that would out- 
weigh the ponderous industrial 
globe.”

Well, there will be some eye- 
brow-raising at this good man’s as- 
surance, But let anyone who wishes 
to question him beware, Remem- 
ber Tennyson's description of such 
a one, who while “curving a con- 
tumelious lip, gorgonized me from 
head to foot, with a stony British 
stare”, 

The English are long past defi- 
nition, but this pride of country 
and selves is not new. The crew 
of Gilbert’s HMS Pinafore had it 
this way: 

He is an Englishman! 

For he himself has said it,

Yet there are as many quotations 
in Stevenson's about the English- 
man’s faults as there are about his 
virtues, and molly were they 
voiced by Englishmen, 

Cecil Rhodes spoke of “the 
unctuous rectitude of my country- 
men”, Macaulay knew of “no 
spectacle so ridiculous as the Brit- 
ish public in one of its periodical 
fits of morality”. And Shaw, who 
once said that no Englishman is

Probably this collection of bits 
on England should be concluded 
by going back to some of the nicer 
remarks, But those polished little 
epigrams annoy the hard-boiled 
Canadian. Johnny Canuck doesn’t 
go for the conceited little aphor- 
isms that the Englishman rather 
enjoys. Johnny Canuck is a mod- 
est sort of rough dimond who just 
says simply that Canadians are the 
best damn people inthe world and 
lets it go at that. Sorry, Sir James.

Part of it was made up by revenue 
from British shipping around the 
world.

Now, the stocks and the bonds 
that half the income came from are 
gone, or they're pledged to various 
governments. They have gone to 
finance the costliest war in history. 

About one-third of all British 
holdings in this country were dis- 
posed of outright. A considerable 
part of the balance is pledged to 
the RFC for a loan used to buy 
arms before lend-lease, 


Holdings in railroads and utilities 
in the Argentine have been taken 
up by the Argentine government 
in order to get pounds,to pay. for 
the meat and other commodities 
Britain has bought there. British 
bond holders have been given a 
piece of paper from the Argentine 
government in lieu of a piece of 
paper from a utility company, 

The various governmental units 
in India were once déeply in debt 
to London. Now London is deeply 
in debt to India. This is the rever- 
sal of an ancient historic position, 
with .a far-reaching meaning we've 
only begun to comprehend.

At the monetary conference at 
Bretton Woods, the head of the 
British delegation, Lord Keynes, 
tried to sum it up in terms of the 
money involved.

Britain, according to the picture 
presented discreetly in private con- 
versations, is strapped at a time 
when she will need imports more 
than ever before. She will need im. 
ports to help get her industry back 
on a peacetime basis, to help start 
her export trade over again. 

Then, too, the people of Britain 
have been promised a better stand- 
ard of living. They have taken five 
years of hell, culminating with the 
robot assault. Men returning from 
five years of war can't be fobbed 
off with promises. 

So what's the answer? How can 

the economic omelette be un- 
scrambled? 
.Lend-lease for the transition 
period is the gentle hint that comes 
from the British. While they ara 
not ready to say it publicly, their 
argument in private runs some- 
thing like this: 

“We are talking of really urgent 
necessities, and not of what is de- 
sirable. We simply cannot afford 
to pile up our ‘external debt any 
higher. It would be impossible to 
liquidate it. You need Britain, as 
a going concern. If you let us 
down, the consequences will be 
tragic for the world.” 

There is a certain validity in that 
argument. How compelling it 
would be politically is another mat- 
ter. Lend-lease to Britain would 
conceivably be extended to cover 
the war with Japan. Extending it 
into peacetime would seem to be, 
politically speaking, a hundred to 
one shot.

Huns Shoot Own Officer 


to Surrender 


BOYLE 
1.—(AP)—German troops be- 


gan shooting their own officers Wednesday in order to sur- 


flaming hand-to-hand battles 


occupied all St. Malo except the port’s rocky citadel. 


Inside this battered granite * 
fortress the enemy garrison still 
held out at 6 p.m. under the com- 
mand of fanatical leader, Col. 
Von Auloch, a tall, gray-haired 
man who was carrying out to the 
bitter end his threat to make this 
fashionable beach resort a “new 
Stalingrad.” 

Streaming back from barricaded 
streets are remnants of his motley 
army—hundreds of Todt organiza- 
tion workers, marines, headquar- 
ters soldiers, truck drivers, cooks, 
parachute troops, sailors and “pun- 
ishment platoons,” a beaten, sweaty 
dirty misfit group of soldiers who 
had lost most of their Nazi cocki- 
ness. Many are middleaged, many 
are wounded, many limp as they 
march to the rear. 

THROWN INTO COMBAT 

“Their commander just lined up 
every German in the port area, 
gave a machine-gun to every fifth 
man and a rifle to the others and 
threw them all into the front-line 
of combat,” said Capt. T. C. Rob- 
erts, West Hartford, Conn, “They 
are a sloppy army.” 

Many more prisoners were taken 
Wednesday, raising the total for the 
four-day siege to at least 3,800, and 
another 3,000 wounded are reported 
in the large hospital within the 
city. 

“They have been giving up in 
groups of 100 or more,” said Capt. 
Roberts. “We bagged a couple of 
lieutenant colonels and a lot of 
other officers. One lieutenant 
colonel had been wounded by his 
own men so they could give up. 

“Several prisoners told us they 
kept fighting only because the of- 
ficers held pistols to their backs.”

Of Automobiles 
Dwindling Fast 


OTTAWA, Aug 11—(CP)— 
Canada’s supply of passenger auto- 
mobiles—both new end used—is 
dwindling to a point where it has 
become essential to have the best 
possible ‘use made of cars that 
remain on the road, J. H. Berry, 
munitions. department motor veh- 
icle controller, said ysterday. 

In broad terms the picture is 

this: 

When the last civilian pasenger 
car came off the assembly lines of 
Canadian automotive plants’ in 
March, 1942, there wete «still a 
number of cars in the hands of 
manufacturers and dealers. Of 
these, 4,500 went into a government- 
controlled pool to asst!re supplies 
for highly essential users such as 
doctors and police forces. 


POOL CUT IN HALF 

The poo! now is down to half its 
original size and with demands in- 
creasing as cars become older it is 
estimated it will be exhausted in 
another 10 months. 

Thus car purchasers have been 
forced to an increasing extent to 
turn to used cer markets for 
transportation and this resulted in 
violations of the price ceiling 
regulations. 

The prices board put into effect 
Aug. 1, an order requiring compul- 
sory price tagging of all cars held 
by dealers and a detailed report 
of each sale in triplicate, with one 
copy filed with the nearest local 
office of the board within four days 
of the sale. 


CHECK ON SALES 

The new regulations are aimed 
at supporting sales of used cars at 
legal prices and are designed as a 
cioser check on private sales, which 
must now be reported in detail, 
The same must give full particu- 
lars, including his name and 
address, full description of the car 
and the proposed selling price. 

“This,” Mr. Berry explained, “is 
intended to give Us an overall-pic- 
ture of the used car-situction.”

Now Applying 
For Citizenship 


Nearly al] members of the 170 
families of Sudetenianders in the 


Peace River district, who fled the | 


Nazi occupation of their home- 
land in 1938, are now applying 
for Canadian citizenship, having 
completed five years of residence 
in Canada and the morale of the 
“colony” was never higher. 


This is the report brought back 
from the colony by T. O.‘F. Herzer, 
general manager of the Canada 
Colonization Association, a CPR 
subsidiary, who has returned after 
attending a celebration marking 
the fifth anniversary of the arrival 
of the refugees in the north. 

For the last two years the colon- 
ists have been on their own, the 
colonization association having 
wtihdrawn from supervision of their 
activities. 

Nearly all the colonists now speak 
good English, the older members 
picking up the language rapidly 
since construction of the Alaska 
Highway and the children learning 
it at school. 


GOOD FARMERS 

In farming the Sudetenlanders 
have been highly successful and 
although crops in the district this 
year are below normal, the colony 
will harvest barley and oat crops 
of about 70,000 bushels. Wheat 
crops will be light. 

Cutting is in full pregress and 
the colony has 300 to 400 acres of 
new breaking this year. 

There are about-3,300 acres in the 
settlement. 


LARGER STORE

Dominion Will 
Equip, Furnish 
New Sanatorium 


The Dominion Government has 
agreed to furnish and equip Al- 
berta’s planned half-million- 
dollar tuberculosis sanatorium to 
be built on the University of Al- 
berta campus, it was learned 
from eevee officials here 
Friday. 

It is estimated the Dominion's 
contribution to the institution will 
run into $250,000, bringing total cost 
of the sanatorium to $750,000. 

Construction of the tuberculosis 
unit will begin almost immediately, 
and foundations ase expected to 
be complete by fall. As yet, no 
decision has been reached as to 
location of the structure on the 
university campus. This was un- 

der discussion some time ago, but 
was deferred under pressure of the 
provincial election. 

Announcement of Ottawa's inten- 
tion to furnish and equip the in- 
stitution will speed a decision as 
to site of the building, after which 
public works department officials 
will begin building preparations. 


The sanatorium will eéntain 300 
beds, according to earlier plans an- 
nounced by the government. Its lo- 
cation will be near the University 
hospital and medical school, and 
will probably be operated in con- 
nection with these institutions. 

Plans for the sanatorium were 
first announced in February, 1943, 
by the late Premier William Ab- 
erhart. 

At that time, priorities for its 
construction were not available, all 
construction material and medic 


Camp Leaders 


Given Advice 
On Activities 


Leaders of the “Y” in-the-city 
camps met Thursday evening at 
the YMCA to listen to advice and 
guidance from members of the 
executive of the YMCA and YW 
CA, who have long been interest- 
ed with this type of work. This 
year the leaders are very young, 
most of them never having hed 
any training in this type of work, 
and the conference was held for 
the purpose of letting them know 
how camps throughout the Do- 
minion of Canada had been run 
and the methods of recreation 
used in other years. 

Miss Hazeldine Bishop, executive 
director of the Council of Social 
Agencies, briefly reviewed the his- 
tory, development and objective of 
the camps. She stressed the useful- 
ness of them and how much bene- 
fit is gained by the youngsters who 
participate at such little cost.

Ten camps are operating this 
summer. During this time it is be- 
lieved that about 500 to 600 children 
between the ages of eight and four- 
teen will take part. Particular em- 
phasis is placed on the development 
of the children in the ten to four- 
teen age group. 

Talking on phychological and 
other factors influencing effective 
work, Margaret Hart, girls’ secre- 
tary of the YWCA seid “the age 
between about nine and fourteen 
seems to be one of the most 
humorous stages of a child’s de- 
velopment. it also has a very ser- 
ious side too, for it is about this 
time that they try to distinguish 
fact from fancy.” 

Further she pointed out that the 
young leaders must make the child 
feel he is secure, recognized and 
above all an individual. 

Outdoor activities and features 
of urban camps were the topic of 
Miss B. Martin, leader of the Girl 
Guides. She demonstrated the 
building of fires and told of the 
most convenient Ways to cook 
edible food on hikes and in camps. 
Mrs. P. A. Rooney demonstrated 
nature handicrafts, ‘wood carving, 
blueprinting, pressing of flowers 
and scrap books. 


ADVISES ON HIKES 
The program, secretary of the 
YMCA, Ralph Young, gave a talk 


on how to make interesting hikes. 
“The motto used by this group 
when on nature study trips and just 
plain hikes should be ‘watch living 
things live’.” 

He pointed out different means 
of stimulating interest in birds, 
the weather, local small animals 
and plants and trees. Also recom- 
mended was the extending of in- 
vitations to people who were in- 
terested in these different phases 
of “living things” and have them 
give talks to the youngsters once 
in a while.

For Fall Wear

NEW YORK, Aug. 11—If big-wig 
designers can embellish simple 
suits with tassels, embroider a front 
with buttons or commandeer rick- 
ratk from the sewing box and give 
their creations the charm of sur- 


prise that helps to put them across, 
you can do as much with the clothes 
that you make. 

Nor do you have to cudgel your 
brains to think up magic touches 
as good as theirs, because Louise 
Barnes Gallagher, one of these 
top-ranking designers, gives you 
three of her proven successes to 
copy. 

TWO-PIECE SHEER 

Have you a simple two-piece fall 
sheer in the making? You can bring 
it out of the works bristling with 
style, if you'll tack on a flock of silk 
tassels of matching color. Armed 
With about 2% dozen, divide the 
number and use to decorate each 
front side of your jacket from 
shoulder to waist by lining them up 
cross-wise in formations of gradu- 
ating rows. If there are pocket slits 
near the tail of your jacket, use a 
row of four tassels on each to 
make a rear-guard flank. 

Next, if you're cooking up a 
linen or high-sfyle cotton suit, make 
it something to write home about 
W: “embroidering” the front of your 
jacket with buttons. Plan to use 
wiidget-size buttons to close the 
front of your jacket.
